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Thompson consulting with constituents about raise

Local MP Myron Thompson 
said he is consulting with his 
constituents on whether he 
should sign up for the raise that 
was recently voted in favour for 
in the House on Commons. 

Thompson, who represents 
the Wildrose Constituency, 
voted against the bill during 
first and second reading. 

He was absent from the Com¬ 
mons during the third and fi¬ 
nal vote. 

He said he probably would 
have voted against the pay 


raise a third time. 

But ultimately the people of 
the area will decide if Thompson 
should get the raise. 

And so far local people are 
overwhelmingly telling 

Thompson to take the raise. 

"Every where I go people are 
telling me Don't be a fool and 
be one of the only people who 
doesn't take it'," said Thompson 
adding that he believes there 
will be seven or eight MPs that 
will not take the raise. 

Tory leader Joe Clark said 
that he will not take the raise, 


but Thompson was quick to 
point out his party subsidizes 
his income and that Clark is 
one of the highest paid politi¬ 
cians in Canada. 

The situation, said 
Thompson, is much like the 
pension issue that many Reform 
members went through. 

"They used that to make fools 
of us," said Thompson. 

The pay raise isn't really the 
large issue here said 
Thompson, who points out that 
now the MPs pay taxes on their 
money and it will make very 


little difference in his income. 
The Wildrose MP said that par¬ 
liament should never be respon¬ 
sible for saying they deserve a 
raise. 

Thompson said it should 
have been put on an election 
platform so that the people 
could decide whether MPs de¬ 
serve a raise or not. 

"Now is not the time to be 
doing these things," said 
Thompson. 

"They should be put in an 
election platform. The populous 
should be the ones who make 


the decision." 

Thompson also stated it 
makes him angry that Tom 
Woppal who refused to help a 
veteran because he didn't vote 
for him in the election and 
Hedy Fry who falsely pro¬ 
claimed that cross burnings 
were happening in British Co¬ 
lumbia. 

Thompson said he looks at 
them and what they are going 
to make. 

He said he believes he is do¬ 
ing a better job representing his 
constituents.

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Local area hit by 
four serious car 
collisions

Two serious local motor vehicle accidents occured within an 
hour of each other area on June 11. 

At 3:35 p.m., an automobile was heading North on Highway 
2A when it collided with a truck which entered the highway from 
the West at the intersection of McCool Cresent. Both the driver 
of the car, a 49-year-old Louise May, and her husband Larry May 
of Crossfield were transported to hospital with serious injuries. 
The two were extracted from their vehicle with the Jaws of life. 

The driver of truck Donald McMullen,32, also of Crossfield, 
was also transported to hospital in critical condition. He had 
been ejected from his vehicle at the time of collision. 

Thirty-five minutes later another serious two-vehicle collision 
occured approximately 10 miles west of Carstairs on Highway 
580. The vehicles involved were a Freightliner and a medium¬ 
sized passenger vehicle. 

The Freightliner was attempting to pass the passenger vehicle 
when the collision occured. Didsbury RCMR Carstairs Fire De¬ 
partment and Mountain View Ambulance attended the scene. A 
79-year-old female passanger was pronounced dead at the scene. 
Her 23-year-old driver was extracted with the Jaws of life and flown 
by STARS air ambulance to the Foothills hospital in Calgary with 
undetermined injuries. The driver of the freight liner Didsbury 
RCMP are continuing to investigate. 

The two incidents happened three days after a 17-year-old 
Cremona girl was killed in a roll-over by the Didsbury Campground. 

Fifty-four-year-old Selma Elsie Connett of Sundre died last Thurs¬ 
day when her vehicle was hit a by a car when she failed to stop for 
a stop sign while driving eastbound on the Bergen Road.

Man convicted in death of two 
Didsbury residents

A Didsbury man has been convicted in the 
drunk driving deaths of two local people killed

Gord Gebers, father of Kenneth, said he 
feels justice has been done with the convic¬ 
tion of Page. 

"Yes I do. That's it for me," he said Satur¬ 
day. A member of Hobbs family, who asked not 
to be named, also called the conviction just. 

Page was expected to be sentenced on June

Albertans decide the future of health 
care through RHA elections 

Albertans now have another avenue to be¬ 
come directly involved in how health care is 
delivered in this province. 

In 1998, this government made a promise 
that Albertans would elect members to their 
regional health authority boards. This fall, 
that promise will be realized. 

On October 15, 2001, Albertans will elect 
126 members across the province for Alber¬ 
ta's 17 regional health authorities. These 
members will make up two-thirds of each 
health authority board. Health and Wellness 
Minister Gary Mar will appoint the other one- 
third of the board within 30 days of the elec¬ 
tion. 

To ensure there is representation in all 
health authorities, we are basing the number 
of board members on the population of each 
region. Regions with 

• Under 80,000 residents will have nine 
members 

• 80,000 to 200,000 residents will have 12 
members . 

• over 200,000 will have 15 members. 

We want Albertans from all walks of life to 
have an opportunity to play a key role in de¬ 
termining how health care services are deliv¬ 
ered in their region - either by voting for a 
regional health authority member, running 
in the election, or letting their name stand 
for appointment. 

You are encouraged to put your name for¬ 
ward for appointment to the health author¬ 


ity board, but you must act fast. The June 4, 
2001 deadline to file your nomination form is 
just around the corner, and we want to en¬ 
sure everyone has a chance. 

To be eligible for an appointed position, you 
must be 18 years of age or older, a Canadian 
citizen, a resident of Alberta for six consecu¬ 
tive months prior to election day and a resi¬ 
dent of the health region on nomination day. 

Any eligible Albertan who wishes to put 
their name forward for appointment as an 
RHA member is encouraged to do so, even if 
they are also considering running for an 
elected position. 

To run for an elected position, you must 
meet all the same eligibility requirements as 
an appointed position, plus you must be a 
resident of the electoral district on nomina¬ 
tion day. 

You can pick up nomination forms in mid 
June for elected positions at municipal offices, 
the health authority office and Alberta Health 
and Wellness. Nomination papers for the 
elected positions must be filed on Nomination 
Day- September 17, 2001 

Alberta Health and Wellness and the local 
regional health authority will be publishing 
more information regarding the elections over 
the summer and in early September. 

Though you do not have to stand for elec¬ 
tion or appointmnet, I encourage you to make 
your views known by voting in the health 
authority elections on October 15, 2001. Now 
is your chance to do your part for health care. 
Your voice can make a difference.

"These bloom longer and better if you re¬ 
move the spent blossoms,” she told a shop owner at the 
Mall. She was picking dead heads off his petunias at 
the time. In friends gardens she surreptitiously picked 
seed heads from pansies and snapped overblown blooms 
from geraniums. One day while she was using her nail 
file to furiously dig grass from a bed of Junipers in 
front of the Dairy Queen three men in white coats ar¬ 
rived and took her away. As she was being led into the 
Hospital Psychiatric wing she broke loose and ripped 4 
male blossoms from a begonia. "Now the female flow¬ 
ers will grow larger," She assured the attendants. 

She has a lovely room. It's filled with flowers. All 
plastic of course. There are no weeds, no wilting blooms, 
no slugs, no dandelions or groundsel, no grass insinu¬ 
ating its sneaky roots into the primula. Once in a while 
she waters them.

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QUESTION: Do childhood traumas inevitably twist 
and warp a person in the adult years? 

DR. DOBSON: No. Difficult childhoods leave some 
people wounded and disadvantaged, but for others, they 
fuel great achievement and success. The difference ap¬ 
pears to be a function of individual temperament and 
resourcefulness. In a classic study called “Cradles of 
Eminence,” Victor and Mildred Goertzel investigated the 
home backgrounds of 400 highly successful people. The 
researchers sought to identify the early experiences that 
may have contributed to remarkable achievement. All 
of the subjects were well known for their accomplish¬ 
ments: they included Einstein, Freud, Churchill and 
many others. The backgrounds of these people proved 
very interesting. Three-fourths of them came from trou¬ 
bled childhoods, enduring poverty, broken homes or pa¬ 
rental abuse. One-fourth had physical handicaps. Most 
of those who became writers and playwrights had 
watched their own parents embroiled in psychological 
dramas of one sort or another. The researchers concluded 
that the need to compensate for disadvantages was a 
major factor in the drive toward personal achievement. 
One of the best illustrations of this phenomenon is seen 
in the life of Eleanor Roosevelt, the former first lady. 
Orphaned at 10, she underwent a childhood of utter an¬ 
guish. She was very homely and never felt she really 
belonged to anybody. According to Victor Wilson of the 
Newhouse News Service, “She was a rather humorless 
introvert, a young woman unbelievably shy, unable to 
overcome her personal insecurity and with a conviction 
of her own inadequacy.” 

The world knows, however, that Mrs. Roosevelt rose 
above her emotional shackles. As Wilson said, “... from 
some inner wellspring, Mrs. Roosevelt summoned a 
tough, unyielding courage, tempered by remarkable self- 
control and self-discipline.” That “inner wellspring” has 
another appropriate name: compensation! Obviously, 
one’s attitude toward a handicap determines its impact 
on his or her life. It has become popular to blame ad¬ 
verse circumstances for irresponsible behavior, i.e., pov¬ 
erty causes crime, broken homes produce juvenile delin¬ 
quents, a sick society imposes drug addiction on its 
youth. There is some truth in this assumption, since 
people in those difficult circumstances are more likely 
to behave in destructive ways. But they are not forced 
to do so. To say that adverse conditions “cause” irre¬ 
sponsible behavior is to remove all responsibility from 
the shoulders of the individual. The excuse is hollow. 
We must each decide what we will do with inner doubt 
or outer hardship. 

The application to an individual family should be ob¬ 
vious. If a child has gone through a traumatic experi¬ 
ence or is physically disadvantaged, his or her parents 
need not give up hope. They should identify his or her 
strengths and natural abilities, which can be used to 
overcome the hurdle. The problem that seems so formi¬ 
dable today may become the inspiration for greatness 
tomorrow. 

QUESTION: You have described two extremes that 
are both harmful to kids, being too permissive and be¬ 
ing too harsh. Which is the most common error in West¬ 
ern cultures today? 

DR. DOBSON: Permissiveness is still more common 
and has been since the 1950s. But harshness and sever¬ 
ity still occur frequently as well. These dual dangers 
are equally harmful to children and were described by 
Marguerite and Willard Beecher in their book “Parents 
on the Run.” This is how they saw the two extremes: 
“The adult-centered home of yesteryear made parents 
the masters and children their slaves. The child-centered 
home of today has made parents the slaves and children 
the masters. There is no true cooperation in any mas¬ 
ter-slave relationship, and therefore no democracy. Nei¬ 
ther the restrictive-authoritative technique of rearing 
children nor the newer ‘anything goes’ technique de¬ 
velop the genius within the individual, because neither 
trains him to be self-reliant. The way to raise healthy 
children is to find the safety of the middle ground be¬ 
tween disciplinary extremes.”

ing aesthetics 1 think it's worked out pretty well. All of the plants we have here now are 
perennials and there's a lot of big-diversity." To the layperson, big-diversity among horticul¬ 
turists spells beautiful flowering plants with built-in pest control defenses. "Not every plant 
attracts the same kind of pest. It just makes sense to plant a good variety, then your whole 
garden isn't wiped out with the onset of just one kind of bug." 

Gardeners and non-gardeners alike will now be able to stop along their stroll downtown to 
view such plant varieties as the Double-flowering Plum, Siberian Dogwood, Goats beard. Day 
Lilies, Creeping Speedwell, Bunch Berry, Shrub Honeysuckle, Prince of Wales Juniper, 
Goldfiame Spiraea, Boxwood, Englishman Ivy, Soapwort, Bearded and Loopdaloop Irises, 
Garden Flox, Babies Breath. Woolly Tyme, Silver Mound, Alpine Asters, Shasta Daisies, and 
John Cabot Rose Bushes (to name a few!). 

"Five to ten years from now this is going to look fantastic. A lot of this foliage will be well- 
established and the vines will have crept up the wall. It's going to be great.”

Many believe that location is everything when they are trying 
to operate a new business. 

And while making a move one block over has benefited 
Gramma's Bakery, which has been open for two months, plans 
are much grander for the business. 

Two months ago Andrea and Cane Popovski brought a new 
bakery to town. Recently they made a move across the street 
from the post-office. Now their business has picked up as people 
are buying bread and pastries when they pick up their mail. 

Currently their operation only allows them to sell their prod¬ 
uct which are made in Carstairs at the couples other bakery. But 
a planned expansion will change all of that. 

This summer the couple hopes to expand their Didsbury op¬ 
eration to include a bistro and a new bakery in the back so pro¬ 
duction can increase and frequent commute between the two small 
town can stop. 

While the bakery will offer the same goods as before the bistro 
will offer some European lunches such as sausage rolls, quiche 
European cakes and freshly made sandwiches. 

"We have decided to go this route because we have discovered 
that people of Didsbury are adventurous and like to try new 
things," said Andrea. 

"So far they have really supported our ideas and we would like 
to give them a little variety for their lunches." 

It is also an opportunity for Didsburians to have a coffee and a 
pastry, she said. 

The new bistro would be run by Marko Popovski and the bis¬ 
tro would have a strong European influence in both the food it 
offers and the decor of the building. 

A building plan has already been created by Spectrum Design 
which is located in Didsbury. 

"The interior will have a late 1800’s theme," said Andrea. 

The life of operating a bakery is not always an easy one. The 
operation starts at 1 a.m. when the baking starts. And the store 
doesn't close until 5:30 p.m. making for a very long day. 

"You get used to it," said Andrea, who has been in the business 
for 26 years. "Eventually it is just in your system. 

Andrea hopes that construction on the expansion is able to 
start next month. 

"It's a teriffic plan," she said.

Alberta farm conditions - crops starting to get rain 


Alberta farmers saw about 
six tenths of an inch of rain on 
average during the past week 
with amounts ranging from a 
few tenths up to 1.3 inches in 
parts of the Peace. In the cen¬ 
tral region around Edmonton 
rainfall varied from a half inch 
to west/northwest and south¬ 
east, to one inch in the east/ 
northeast and south/southwest 
areas. Rainfall in the Calgary 
area varied from six tenths 
north of the city and eight 
tenths to the south. Farmers in 
the extreme southern area of the 
province saw from three to four 
tenths of a inch. With the ex¬ 
ception of the Peace, the rain¬ 
fall was welcome relief from dry 
conditions. Soil moisture con¬ 
ditions in the province have im¬ 
proved slightly over last week, 
rating fair to good. 

Moisture conditions are very 
good trending to excessive in the 
Peace. Agricore staff at Fahler 
say crops are looking good but 
require some heat to get them 
going. Crop spraying is well 
underway in this area. Staff at 
Rycroft report that spraying is 
general in the area and that 
crops have improved since last 
week. They also report that flea 
beetles have been spotted in 
some crops. Farmers in the 
Dawson Creek area are looking 
for the rains to stop and for 
more heat to move the crop 
along. Grande Prairie area 
farmers are also looking for 
more sun and heat. Crop condi¬ 
tions in the High Level and 
Fahler areas are good and range 


from average to good in the 
western area of the Peace. 

Soil moisture in the central re¬ 
gion generally is close to a good 
rating except in the area to the west 
which is trending towards fair. 
Staff at Westlock say that crops 
are shirting to look good but need 
more moisture. Some spraying has 
been done in the area. Acheson 
staff report that soil conditions 
have improved with recent show¬ 
ers but crops are advancing un¬ 
evenly due to poor germination in 
some fields. Spraying in the 
Acheson area will be general this 
week. Stations to the southeast of 
Edmonton would like to see more 
rain and less wind. Spraying is gen¬ 
eral in this area now that winds 
have subsided. In the Lacombe 
area recent rains have improved 
the outlook and farmers are out 
spraying. Staff at Stettler report 
only spotty showers and strong 
winds have hampered spraying. 
They report fanners are spraying 
for grasshoppers in the Castor to 
Consort area in spite of the winds. 
Crops are generally in average to 
below average condition. 

In the south, rainfall during the 
past week, ranging on average 
from three tenths to eight tenths, 
has made a difference except in the 
Foremost area where crops are 
burned and dust is blowing. In the 
area north and east of Calgary bet¬ 
ter moisture conditions have im¬ 
proved the out look and farmers are 
out spraying. Agricore staff at Eq¬ 
uity say that 5 to 10 percent of the 
canola acres in the area have been 
re-seeded to barley because of dry 
conditions. More moisture will be

Starting a fitness program 

Before you start any fitness program consult your physician. 

Okay the big day has come you have decided to get off the 
couch and back into an active lifestyle. Now where do you start? 

Well since it is the information age we could go to the internet 
or buy one of a thousand fitness magazines. The problem be¬ 
comes information overload. Well one magazine says this the 
other that, which is right? That’s just about enough to send you 
back on to the couch. 

Well I’ll let you in on a little secret... they both are right but 
do they fit your needs or fitness goals. The most important thing 
to do is decide what you want to do. Do you want to gain muscle 
mass? Do you want to lose a few pounds? 

Your body was not designed to lose fat and gain muscle at the 
same time. Body builders usually have to bulk up (gain weight, 
hoping to gain muscle) and then diet down (lose weight hoping 
to lose more fat then muscle) just before their contests. Now not 
all of us want to be body builders but we do want to improve our 
bodies. Start by identifying your goal ie lose body fat. Well there 
is only one way to lose body fat and that is to burn more 
calorieslenergy from food) then your body is consuming (eating 
food). The best way to do this is by doing cardio ie running, 
biking, walking or inline skating. Start slow 2-3 times per week 
for about 15-20 min. Keep your intesity at a moderate level, you 
should be able to talk while you exercise if need be. 

After a few weeks increase your time by 5 minutes for each 
exercise session. You will have to continue for 4-6 weeks before 
you begin to see some weight lose. Remember do something you 
enjoy and be aware of what your eating and snacking on. One 
more thing, a fitness goal with a target helps.
